Mr. Hollinger, a minister and re- 
tired Government service worker 
from Washington, D.C., has been ac- 
tive in alumni affairs in the Wash- 
ington area. In 1903, Mr. Hollinger 
entered Government service at the 
New York Navy yard and in 1907 
he was transferred to Washington 
where he remained until retirement

J. Brumbaugh Saturday night.

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Missing Sermons 


a lies case of the missing sermons 
gained unprecedented world- 
wide publicity for Juniata College 
this spring. 

It all started when The Juniat- 
ian revealed that a thief reported- 
ly stole 120 sermon outlines from 
the dormitory room of Joseph H. 
Brady, Jr. °49, a pre-ministerial 
student from Altoona. Brady had 
been preaching each Sunday at 
the Grier School for girls near 
Tyrone. 

After verification, the college 
news bureau dispatched the story 
to the wire services. Associated 
Press sent it throughout the na- 
tion and two newsmagazines, 
Time and Pathfinder, published 
the item. 

Time’s report appeared in its 
widely read Miscellany column in 
the May 2 issue. It read: “Convert. 
In Huntingdon, Pa., Theological 
Student Joseph H. Brady Jr. of 
Juniata College reported the theft 
of 120 sermons he had written.” 

As an anti-climax, Brady dis- 
closed that the sermons were re- 
covered “not long after the story 
broke.” Whodunit was not re- 
vealed.

Largest Class Graduates 


UNIATA’S largest class of gradu- 
ates heard an appeal for a sincere 
_ sense of responsibility for conse- 
quences of scientific developments 
from one of the nation’s foremost 
scientists, Dr. Norbert Wiener, at 


Commencement June 6. The promi- 


nent professor of mathematics at 
Massachusetts Institute of ‘Technol- 
ogy delivered a literate and provoca- 
tive address in 13 minutes. 


Ninety-five of the senior class of 
169 were awarded degrees and were 
convinced that Dr. Wiener held to 
his previously announced decision 
that he would not participate in 
further military research because the 
scientist “has partaken in an under- 
taking which has led to massacre and 
the potential of massacre of an un- 
heard of scale.” He referred to the 
atomic bomb. 


Addressing the seniors on “The 


Responsible Man in the Machine 
Age,” Dr. Wiener informed them 
that “the position of the scientist in 
the modern world is most equivo- 
cal.” 

He insisted that if the scientist 
“has protested in inner government 
circles against the use of the atomic 
bomb, he has protested ineffectually 
and without carrying his personal 
risk to the point of possible or prob- 
able martyrdom.” 

“Part of the guilt of the devotion 
of this new resource of the human 
race to slaughter and destruction 
(the atomic bomb) is on the scien- 
tist’s head, and he knows it,” Dr. 
Wiener insisted. He also passed some 


of this awareness on to the average

man who is “not comfortable in this 
plight.” 

Dr. Wiener explained that we 
stand where Macbeth stood after he 
had slain Duncan and before he had 
become aware of the sequence of 
tyrannies and murders into which 
his search for security in the face of 
his past conduct had led him. “We, 
too, with a conscience as uneasy as 
that of Macbeth are looking for se- 
curity; not the security of the con- 
trite heart, but the security of the 
external protection against the con- 
sequences of our own sin.” 

“The times are most evil, the hour 
is very late,” Dr. Wiener stressed. 
“The behaviour of many of those 
individuals who have been closest 
to the forging of the weapon of the 
atomic bomb is a sardonically en- 
lightening study in the psychology 
of guilt.”

He brought to attention another 
historical event when more than one 
person of impeccable character and 
fine moral sentiments was obliged to 
declare himself before the world as 
a sinner. “One (Judas) went and 
hanged himself; the other (Pilate) 
spiritually washed his hands. I am 
afraid that I have more confidence 
in the contrition of Judas.” 


Following the address by Dr. Wie- 
ner, President Ellis conferred 72 
bachelor of science and 23 bachelor 
of arts degrees. Included in the grad- 
uating group were 56 men and 39 
women. 


Five of the 95 were graduated 
with honors with Luke ‘M. Shuler, 
Huntingdon, leading the class as 
summa cum laude. Shuler, a chem- 
istry major, recorded one of the finest 
academic records in the history of 
the college.

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Alumni Honored 


WO distinguished alumni of the 
college — Dr. Norman J. Brum- 
baugh ’06 and the Rev. Paul M. 
Robinson ’35 — were awarded hon- 
orary degrees by President Calvert 
N. Ellis at the June Commencement. 


Dr. Brumbaugh, retired as head of 
the department of chemistry after 
28 years of service to the college, re- 
ceived the honorary degree Doctor 


of Science. The Reverend Mr. 


Robinson, minister of the Church of 
the Brethren in Hagerstown, Md., 
was awarded the honorary degree 
Doctor of Divinity. 


For Dr. Brumbaugh, the awarding 
of the degree was the climax of a 
historic weekend of activity in his 
honor. Dr. C. C. Ellis, in his citation, 
presented Dr. Brumbaugh “as a 
worthy candidate . . . because of his 
scholarship and scholarly interests, 
because of his outstanding contribu- 
tion to the reputation of his alma 
mater in the field of science, and 
also in recognition of the contribu- 
tion of his immediate family to the 
founding and development of Jun- 
iata College.” 


Dr. Brumbaugh, it was pointed 
out, is the son of Prof. J. H. Brum- 
baugh, who gave half a century of 
service to the college as teacher, prin- 
cipal, and trustee; nephew of Dr. A. 
B. Brumbaugh, whose early dream 
materialized into the founding of 
the college; last representative on 
the faculty of the family which estab- 
lished the parent institution. 


_ The recipient is a graduate of the 
college, holds the Master of Arts de- 
gree from Harvard University, the 
degree Doctor of Philosophy from 
the. University of Pennsylvania. In 
addition, Dr. Brumbaugh held a 
teaching fellowship at the University 
of Copenhagen, was a member of 
the faculty of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and also has served as chair- 
man of the department of chemistry 
at Juniata since 1925 — “to which he 
has brought national recognition.” :

Honor Faculty 


HE College honored 25 members 

of its faculty and staff who have 
served 10 or more years at a special 
Founders’ Day program on April 18. 
A reception was held in the Faculty 
Club by the board of trustees. 


Guest speaker at ceremonies in 
Oller Hall preceeding the reception 
was Dr. Francis Harvey Green, head- 
master emeritus of Pennington, N.J., 
School for Boys and a member of 
the Juniata faculty from 1884 to 
1888. In an address skillfully diversi- 
fied by impressive reminiscences, 
humorous stories, and practical wis- 


dom, Dr. Green provided a first-hand . 


account of the past and a brief look 
into the future for students and 
faculty. 


He praised the “fine growth and 
development” of Juniata College on 
its 73rd birthday and stressed that 
“Juniata’s mission in the world to- 
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day is the creation of beauty... 
beauty of mind, of heart, and of 
soul.” 


Dr. Green looked back to the day 
in March, 1884, when he came to 
Huntingdon to take charge of. the 
English department and remarked 
that he was “very much impressed 
with the beauty of Huntingdon.” 
But he emphasized that it is the 
“inner beauty, not outer beauty” he 


referred to in urging students to see 


beauty. 


Early in his talk, Dr. Green paid 
glowing tribute to “the fine group 
of people who have worked together” 
to make Juniata a fine college. “It’s 
the man that makes the place... 
not the place that makes the man,” 
according to Dr. Green. He praised 
all of the distinguished leaders who 
have helped the advancement of 
Juniata College.

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Alumni Scholarship 


STABLISHMENT of an alumni 
scholarship fund at the College, 
providing for $1,000 annually, has 


been announced by the executive 


committee of the college’s national 
alumni association. 


This fund, which has accumulated 
$25,425 since its formation in 1912, 
will now yield an income sufficient 
to grant a scholarship of $1,000 each 
year to a “promising entering stu- 
dent,” according to Harold B. Brum- 
baugh, alumni secretary. It will be 
effective beginning with the 1949-50 
college year. 


The scholarship will be distributed 
evenly over a four-year period to the 
recipient; hence, the student will re- 
ceive $250 each year. “This will per- 
mit one student in each of the four 
classes to hold scholarships each 
year,’ Mr. Brumbaugh explained. 


“Juniata alumni are urged to 
present candidates for the scholar- 
ships immediately,” Mr. Brumbaugh 
stated.

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Former Treasurer Dies 


ILLIAM S. PRICE, NE’84, 

former treasurer of the Col- 
lege and retired Philadelphia news- 
paper executive, died Friday, May 
13, 1949, at a hospital in Pottstown, 
Pa. 

A member of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Juniata College since 1936, 
Mr. Price had served as chairman of 
the finance committee and became 
acting treasurer of the college in 
1942 after the death of Prof. O. R. 
Myers. He became treasurer in 1943. 


Because of ill health, Mr. Price 
resigned as treasurer and as chair- 
man of the finance committee last 
June, but he remained a member of 
the Board of Trustees. His term was 
to expire this year. | 

Mr. Price of Royersford, Pa., was 
one of the group of early graduates 
of the Brethren’s Normal College 
who helped to build in character 
and in good work the foundations 
-upon which the structure of Juniata 
College is rising today. He was grad- 
uated in the Normal English course 
in 1884. 


An outstanding specialist in busi- 
ness administration, Mr. Price was 
invited to revise the accounting sys- 
tem and office procedure of the Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger after its pur- 
chase by Cyrus H. K. Curtis. Then 
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WILLIAM 5S. PRICE 

The Trustees of Juniata College desire to record their sense of loss to the institution 
in the recent passing of Mr. William S. Price. Mr. Price was one of the early graduates of 
the Normal English Course, but his life interest was in the field of business administra- 
tion. In this field he attained a remarkable success, notably in connection with the Phila- 
delphia Ledger and the Curtis Publishing Company. 

He became a member of the Board of Trustees in 1936 and very soon, as chairman 
of the Finance Committee, rendered an inestimable service to the business side of the 
institution. He introduced a modern system of accounting, made a thorough study of the 
real estate holdings of the College, and required from the auditors a detailed and com- 
plete annual financial report for the benefit of the members of the Board of Trustees. 

When he succeeded to the treasurership in 1942 he extended his careful supervision 
to the various business phases of the College until failing health slowed down his thought- 


ful-and energetic efforts. 


His service here was that of a business man devoted to the cause of Christian educa- 
tion, in which he thoroughly believed, and his cooperation with the members of the 
Board of Trustees was rendered in the spirit of the Master. 

The Trustees would hereby express their sincere sympathy to Mrs. Price and also 
their regret that our brother’s useful service to the cause of Christian education on Col- 


lege Hill has closed. 


RESOLVED that this tribute be given a place in the permanent minutes of the 
Board of Trustees and that a copy be sent to Mrs. Price and be published in the Alumni 


Bulletin.

when Curtis purchased the New 
York Evening Post and the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer, Mr. Price reconstruct- 
ed the office procedure and account- 
ing systems of these newspaper cor- 
porations. 


During his career, Mr. Price was 
supervisor for nine corporations in 
the Curtis system. He became treas- 
urer of the Public Ledger Company 
and held that position until his re- 
tirement in 1940. 


Although he had been a member 
of the Board of Trustees of Juniata 
College since 1936, Mr. Price did 
not take over the duties of treasurer 
until three years after his retirement 
from newspaper administration. 


He was an outstanding community 
citizen and prominent church leader 
of the Church of the Brethren in 
the Royersford area. 


In 1941, the Alumni Bulletin com- 
mended Mr. Price as follows: “His 
long-time devotion as an alumnus to 
the college and its ideals, independ- 
ent of any official connection with 
it, is a fine illustration of the values 
which continue to come to the in- 
stitution from the unselfish interest 
of many who, wherever they are, ap- 
preciate the sacrifices which have 
been made possible the continued

ONS the golf team set 
the pace for a successful spring 
sports program on College Hill, but

records and tying another. 

Continuing their winning ways 
from last season, the Indian golfers 
ran their victory streak to 16 straight, 
one of the longest on record in the 
Tri-State area, before losing to Johns 
Hopkins at Baltimore in the final 
dual match. . 

The next day, however, the team 
came back to edge Lehigh Univer- 
sity by one point in the 36-hole 
medal play for four-man teams at 
the tenth annual Western Maryland 
invitation tournament at Westmin- 
ster, Md. Juniata’s total of 594 
topped the selected 11-team field and 
gave the Indians their first major 
intercollegiate golf trophy. 

By winning 16 successive matches, 
the Indian teemen have established 
an all-time win streak in the college’s 
sports history. The golfers, again 
under Dr. Ed Kiracofe, finished their

1949 season with eight wins and one 
loss and now have copped 18 out of 
91 matches in three seasons of inter- 
collegiate competition. 

These victories do not include two 
additional triumphs over an alumni 
team in 1948 and 1949.

The 
varsity won the best ball in the first 
and third foursomes, but the Ollers 
gained the only half-point by hold- 
ing Allen and Rhodes even on best 
ball. | 

Just before the alumni match, the 
varsity golfers and lettermen in golt 
participated in the first annual col- 


lege golf championship with the 
team captain, Johnny Burych, de- 
feating Art Allen in the finals. 
Burych beat Dore and Rhodes, and 
Allen defeated Jay MacCardell and 
upset Korody to advance to the 
finals. 

In the 54 individual matches with 
college opponents, the golfers record- 
ed an impressive record of 39 vic- 
tories and six ties.

Sparkling performances on the 
track by the record-breaking duo of 
Beyer and Murray (plus a tied rec- 
ord in the 100 by Hicks) aroused an 
interest in track in spite of dropping 
two of the three dual meets and 
running third in a triangular affair. 


Beyer, a junior from New York © 
City, easily established himself as 
Juniata’s most outstanding distance 
runner this season by breaking the 
one-mile and two-mile marks. 
Against Dickinson in the opening 
meet, Joe lowered the 1938 record 
of Al Carino ’40 from 10:20 to 
10:04.6 in his specialty, the two-mile. 
Then, he decided to also run the 
mile, and in his initial effort against 
Gettysburg and Bucknell in a three- 
way contest, Beyer raced to a 4:38.6 
record to better the 1933 standard 
of John Myers ’34 of 4:41.5. 

It is merely anti-climactic to dis- 
close that Joggin’ Joe.also took seven 
firsts in seven races against his col- 
lege opponents. He didn’t run the 
mile against Dickinson in the first 
meet. | 
Pressing Beyer for top honors was 
the New Jersey half-miler, Bill Mur- 
ray. In four meets, Murray breezed 
to four firsts in the 880 and broke 
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George Weber’s 1939 time of 2:02 
with a 2:00.6 against Dickinson. 
Then he shattered his own mark by 
winning his heat in the Middle At- 
lantics in 2:00.3, but he had to settle 
for a fourth in a very fast final. 

The 10 second mark in: the 100 
yard dash, first set by Dr. Norman J. 
Brumbaugh in 1906, was equalled 
this season by Coy Hicks of Hunt- 
ingdon in a home meet with Geneva. 
Although hampered by injuries, 
Hicks took four firsts and one sec- 
ond in two meets. 

Aiding Mike Snider’s cause were 
two promising freshmen, Jack Roth- 
enberger, Boyertown sprinter, and 
Fred Stauffer, ‘Tarentum quarter- 
miler. Jack recorded three firsts, one 
second and one third in the 100 and 
220 while Fred won the 440 in all 
three dual meets and took second in 
the triangular meet. Ole reliable 
Jesse Garber, a senior, gained 18 
points in the discus with three firsts 
and a second.
